Bumpers Calls 
on Democrats 
to Join Him 


LOTUS KOCK (AP) - For. 


met Gov. Orval E. Faubus 
Wednesday congratulated Dale 
Bumpers on his "splendid vie* 
tofy" in Tuesday's Democratic 
primary and urged Bumpers to 
work for the benefit of all the 
people. 


Faubus, who opposed Bump- 


ers for the Democratic guber- 
natorial nomination, said he 
would vote for Bumpers in the 
November general election. 


Faubus did not respond to a 


telegram from Bumpers asking 
the former governor to join him 
in unifying the party. 


Bumpers, 45, a Charleston 


lawyer, was not available to 
newsmen Wednesday in the af- 
termath of his spectacular vic- 
tory over Faubus. 


With all 2,697 precincts count- 


ed, Bumpers had 258,868 votes 
and Faubus 182,028. Bumpers' 
vote percentage was 58.7. 


Bumpers, addressing his tele- 


gram to "Gov. Faubus," told 
the former six-term governor: 
"You have worked hard for 
many years serving the people 
of Arkansas. I commend you 
for those efforts. Now, I call on 
you to join me in unifying the 
Democratic party. Togeth- 
er, we can win a sweeping vic- 
tory in November for Arkansas 
and our party." 


Party unity was a major 


theme of Bumpers' campaign. 
Political observers believe that 
his nomination will do more to 
bring the Democrats together 
than anything that has hap- 
pened since Gov. Winthrop 
Rockefeller's 
defeat of 
Jim 


Johnson in the 1966 general 
election left the party in sham- 
bles. 


Faubus pledged in a letter to 


Bumpers that he would support 
the Democratic nominee. 


The former governor said in 


the letter: 


"I send to you my sincere 


congratulations on your fine 
victory. 


"You came from a small 


town, out of the foothills of the 
Ozarks, to wage a great cam- 
paign to win the Democratic 
nomination in 1970, very much 
as I did in 1954 when I came 
from a small town even farth- 
er back in the mountains. 


"I had to fight a hard battle 


in 1954 to win the general elec- 
tion. It will be necessary for 
you to fight a hard battle to win 
the general election in 1970. 


"I will fulfill my pledge to 


support the Democratic nomi- 
nees and will vote for you 
in the general election. 


"With gratitutde to all those 


who helped me, with apprecia- 
tion for every courtesy shown 
to me and my workers by both 
friend and foe, and with malice

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration is taking a 
49-year-old import duty law out 
of mothballs to prevent foreign 
manufacturers from dumping 
their products on the U.S. mar- 
ket. 


Some Japanese and other for- 


eign businessmen see the action 
as evidence of a return to a pro- 
tectionist U.S. trade policy. Ad- 
ministration officials deny the 
charge. 


The law merely gaurantees 


fair play for U.S. manufactur- 
ers, government officials say. 


The Antidumping Act of 1921 


provides 
for penalty 
duties 


against foreign goods found to 
be damaging U.S. trade by 
being dumped on the U.S. mar- 
ket at lower prices than in home 
markets. 


For example, an item sold for 


|90 in the United States and $100 
in its home markets would be 
charged a $10 duty. 


"This is not being adminis- 


tered in a protectionist fashion," 
one customs official said. "It's 
being administered vigorously 
and we're moving much faster. 


"But it's designed merely to 


return competition to a fair lev- 
el," he added. 


The Nixon Administration has 


begun to enforce the law vigor- 
ously—partly in response 
to 


prodding from a protectionist- 
minded Congress—after a peri- 
od of sporadic enforcement dat- 
ing back to the early 1950s. 


The number of enforcers has 


nearly tripled—from five to 14— 
since President Nixon took of- 
fice. Backlogs of complaints 
dating to 1968 are being cleared 
out.

word that he will charge fair 
prices in the future is no longer 
sufficient to halt a full-scale 
dumping investigation. 


Two weeks ago the Treasury 


Department began the biggest 
antidumping action in the histo- 
ry of the statute—a formal 
investigation of alleged dump- 
ing of Japanese television sets, 
a 
multi-million-dollar import 


business. It followed last Tues- 
day with a formal probe of Jap- 
anese capacitors. 


The Japanese government has 


expressed concern. American 
businessmen, lured by the pros- 
pect of slowing increasingly 
competitive foreign producers, 
have expressed interest. Their 
inquiries have tripled, and the 
Customs Bureau expects soon 
an increase in formal dumping 
complaints. 


The Treasury Department has 


under consideration more than 
30 dumping complaints, involv- 
ing Japanese loudspeakers, Jap- 
anese and other foreign glass 
products, pig iron from Canada, 
West Germany and Finland, 
and large electrical generators 
from six nations—France, Italy, 
Japan, Switzerland, Sweden and 
Britain. 


Westmoreland 
Is Blamed by 
Accused Gl 
FT. MCPHERSON, Ga. (AP) 


— An Army sergeant accused of 
murder in the alleged My Lai 
massacre has signed a com- 
plaint charging Army Chief of 
Staff William C. Westmoreland 
with dereliction of duty in fail- 
ing to control the tcoops in- 
volved. 


The complaint was signed by 


Sgt. Esequiel Torres, 22, of 
Brownsville, Tex., one of 10 offi- 
cers and enlisted men who re- 
main charged in the My Lai kill- 
ings. 


Charles Weltner, Torres' civil- 


ian lawyer, said the complaint 
was filed through military chan- 
nels and forwarded to Army 
Secretary Stanley R. Resor. 


It says Westmoreland, while 


serving as commander of U.S. 
forces in Vietnam, failed to pre- 
vent troops "from 
inflicting 


needless injuries upon Viet- 
namese civilians at My Lai," in 
the incident March 16,1968. 


An Army spokesman said the 


charge was believed to be un- 
precedented. Maximum penalty 
for conviction on such a charge 
is three months confinement at 
hard labor and forfeiture of 
two-thirds pay for a three- 
month period. 


Weltner disclosed the action 


against Westmoreland at anoth- 
er in a series of pretrial hear- 
ings for Torres. 


Torres said in a note accom- 


panying the complaint against 
Westmoreland that "a com- 
mander is responsible for the 
conduct of his troops."

unclaimed. That meant there 
still was some chance that he 
could be reactivated for the 
start of the season Sept. 20. 


Blanda, who still can fill in at 


quarterback, was no tottering 
old man last season, kicking for 
105 points last season.

Bid." This bid was so far 
ahead of its day that no one 
wanted to use it back in the 
'30s. It is still a mighty com- 
plicated bid and only a few 
expert partnerships use it 
today but there is a lot of 
merit to it. 


Specifically, an "Asking 


Bid" inquires about his part- 
ner's holding in some suit. 
The simplest asking bid is a 
common sense one. 


North has a mighty fine 


hand opposite an opening bid 
that improves considerably 
when his partner gets around 
to bidding the heart suit. He 
wants to find out exactly one 
thing. That is what his part- 
ner can do about the club 
suit. 


South has a very strong 


opening bid, 16 high-card 
points and two good five- 
card suits. He merely bids 
two hearts at his second 
turn. At this point North can 
count enough points for a 
slam. However, you can't 
make a slam if the oppon- 
ents take the first two tricks 
and North wonders about the 
ciub suit. 


His jump to five hearts is 


a clear request to partner to 
go to six if he can handle 
the second round of clubs. 
South can't handle the sec- 
ond round of clubs so he 
passes in spite of his big 
hand. 


If West doesn't open a club 


South will make all the tricks 
but West does open his suit 
and does take the first two 
tricks. This five-heart call 
was a common sense asking 
bid.

\ Description 
Doesn't Fit 
Mr. Bumpers

LITTLE ROCK, Ark. (AP) - 


Dale Bumpers often refers to 
himself as a "country bumpkin 
lawyer." But the description 
doesn't fit the articulate 45- 
year-old attorney who Tuesday 
defeated former Gov. Orval E. 
Faubus to win Arkansas' Demo- 
cratic gubernatorial 
nomina- 


tion. 


Outfitted in a dark suit, some- 


times puffing on a small cigar 
in nortpublic moments, Bumpers 
has a polish and dash that Fau- 
bus called a major campaign 
asset. 


Bumpers seldom speaks from 


a prepared text. A history buff, 
he quotes from a variety of fig- 
ures ranging from Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes to Adlai Stevenson. 


A deeper influence, Bumpers 


says, was his father, W.R. 
Bumpers, a state representative 
in the 1930s who was killed with 
his wife in a 1948 automobile ac- 
cident. 


"He taught me that politics 


was a noble profession, that any 
man who feels he has something 
to offer— the leadership ability, 
the desire to serve people less 
fortunate than he is— not only 
has the right but an obligation 
to offer himself for public serv- 
ice," Bumpers says. 


"If a free society is going to 


exist, good men are going to 
have to come forth." 


Bumpers, described by Fau- 


bus as a "flaming liberal," has 
refused to classify his political 
philosophy. "I may be liberal to 
you on some things and conserv- 
ative to others," he says. 


Criticized by Faubus for not 


speaking out more 
strongly 


against the concept of busing to 
achieve 
racial 
balance 
in 


schools, Bumpers said he op- 
posed busing but would not 
"capitalize on it for its emotion- 
al appeal or political impact." 
He is considered a moderate on 
racial issues. 


Bumpers will face Republican 


Gov. 
Winthrop Rockefeller in 


the November general election. 


The new Democratic nominee 


hails from Charleston, popula- 
tion 1,350, in west Arkansas on 
an Ozark Mountain plateau. 
Bumpers has lived there all his 
life, except for service with the 
Marines during and after World 
War II and while obtaining his 
law degree. 


He returned to Charleston in 
1951 and bought a hardware 
store to provide an income for 
his family, now grown to two 
sons and a daughter, during the 
lean years of his early law prac- 
tice. He now has other business 
interests and operates a cattle 
ranch. 


As Charleston's only lawyer, 


Bumpers serves as city attor- 
ney, He has served three terms 
on tas local school board.

trap devices. 


The official military estimate 


of booby-trap casualties is much 
lower. But, because there is no 
precise record of the cause of 
wounds, the figure could be 
much higher, officials say. 


A rough Pentagon breakdown 


of combat deaths attributes 
117,000 to small-arms fire; 8,000 
to 
multiple 
fragmentation 
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wounds caused by mortars and 
claims the figures are firm. The 


artillery; 3,000 in aircraft crash- 
es, and 6,500 to mines, booby 
traps and grenades. The rest 
are blamed on miscellaneous 
causes. 


Included in these figures are 


10,717 Marines killed in the war. 
Twenty-four per cent—or 2,600 
were killed by mines, booby 
traps and miscellaneous explo- 
sions. 


The catch is that neither the 


areas shade into one another 
when it comes to fragmentation 
wounds, and since nobody is 
keeping a precise record, Army 
and Marine officers concede, 
it's hdrd to tell. 


It is not only U.S. soldiers who 


are killed by booby traps. These 
devices are expected to take an 
increasing toll of Vietnamese as 
the fighting trails off into more 
classic guerrilla warfare. 


Extensive Army and Marine 


programs to get at the problem 
are receiving as much attention 
as ever. Latest twists are mine- 
sniffing dogs and ex-Viet Cong 
troopers dropping by units for 
lectures. 


The booby trap also has taken 


on political ramifications.

Fk'rlin has its "Devil's Moun- 
tain" of refuse which has been 
converted into a recreational 
area. Now city planners in New 
York and Chicago are seriously 
considering similar projects for 
making mountains out of trash 
fills.

360 feet, using 80 million cubic 
meters of wartime rubble. It is 
<m the sitt- of a former Nazi mil- 
itary college. 


()n the hill are ski jumps, to- 


boKKMi ruas and a military ob- 
servation post, as well as a 
vineyard 


City Council President San- 


ford Gardik believes New York 
might do well to follow the Ger- 
man example. He has in mind a 
swampland area in Pelham Bay 
Park in the Bronx. 


Ciarelik 
suggests 
that 
the 


city's 20,000 tons of daily refuse 
be compacted, sanitized, deo- 
dorized and piled up to make a 
2,500-fixit mountain. Kach layer 
of processed refuse would be 
sandwiched between layers of 
dirt. He said, ''I'm not for 
dumping fresh garbage." 


"There's nothing magic about 


the 2.500-foot figure," Garelik 
explained "It might eventually 
be that high but the mountain 
could be used on one side in sev- 
eral years, after it had reached 
a height of 400 to 500 feet, and 
while work continued on the oth- 
er side." 


Ciarelik is pressing for a feasi- 


bility 
study, 
foreseeing 
the 


mountain of refuse as a recrea- 
tional and ski area. 


Frank K. Dalton, assistant 


chief engineer of the metropoli- 
tan sanitary district of Greater 
Chicago, has had a similar proj- 
ect in mind for two years. His 
district received a federal plan- 
ning grant IB months ago, and a 
full engineering report is ex- 
pected before the end of this 
year 


••First of all, it's not a refuse 


mountain," Dalton said. "It's a 
ski mountain At the rate the 
Greater Chicago area is using 
and discarding solid materials 
—a rate of 33 million cubic 
yards a year—we could build a 
mountain as high as the John 
Hancock building (1,000 feet) on 
a base 
two miles by two 


miles. "And the people of this 
area would fill the mountain in 
26 years. Strictly, the mass 
would not be a sheer, steep 
mountain but an intelligently 
developed area with lakes, na- 
ture trails, hiking trails and oth- 


er recreation uses." 


Dalton said if funds and land 


were available related process- 
ing and reclaiming facilities for 
such things as discarded metal 
and printed matter could be 
built within three years. 


"But it wouldn't take that 


long to have a recreation area," 
he added. "If the Illinois Legis- 
lature passed legislation and 
provided a taxing body to pur- 
chase land, we could get the 
whole thing off and rolling with- 
in a year. 
Nixon Han 
Fights Law on 
Pornography

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon's sole appolnteee to 
the Commission on Pornogra- 
phy has launched a court battle 
to knock out its recommenda- 
tion for repeal of all U.J>. porno- 
graphy laws for adults. 


The commissioner, Charles H. 


Keating Jr., is also suing for a 
court order to block publication 
of the 10,000-word commission 
report until he and other dis- 
senters have time to file minori- 
ty reports. 


U.S. District Judge Oliver 


Gasch Wednesday issued a 10- 
day restraining order against 
publication of the report until 
Sept. 18 when Keating's request 
for a preliminary 
injunction 


against the report will be heard. 


Keating, 
who 
repeatedly 


urged President Nixon to dis- 
band the commission, charged 
it's recommending repeal of six 
federal 
and 
108 state laws 


against showing and selling por- 
nography to adults in defiance 
of what he contends was Con- 
gress* mandate to find ways to 
control obscenity. 


"The commission, under the 


guidance of its chairman, its ex- 
ecutive director and staff," he 
charged, "completely ignored 
this intent of Congress and did 
produce 
a 
document 
which 


made a sham of the Congress' 
national concern involving traf- 
fic in obscenity and pornogra- 
phy." 


He charged the recommenda- 


tion to repeal pornography laws 
is illegal because Congress gave 
the commission no such power 
when it created it three years 
ago. 


The White House has dis- 


avowed the commission and an- 
nounced President Nixon would 
oppose the recommendation. 


One of Kea ting's lawyers said 


he filed the court action on his 
own. 


"He is keeping the White 


House advised on what he is 
doing," the lawyer added. 


Twelve of the 18 commission 


members voted for the repeal 
recommendation and three vot- 
ed against it, Keating said. He 
said he did not vote and two oth- 
er members did not believe 
there was sufficient evidence at 
this time to warrant the recom- 
mendation. 


Keating, a Cincinnati lawyer 


and Founder of Citizens for De- 
cent 
Literature 
Inc., 
also 


charged commission Chairman 
William B. Lockhart and execu- 
tive director W. Cody Wilson 
acted to "hinder, hamper and 
make impossible" his writing of 
an adequate minority report. 


He contends they denied him 


access to basic information and 
limited him to a 150-page dis- 
senting view. 


Keating's court action was

Agnew to Tour 
20 States for

WASHINGTON (AP) - Vice 


President Spiro T. Agnew em- 
barks today on the first leg of a 
20-state tour to whip up support 
for 
Republican congressional 


candidates in the Nov. 3 elec- 
tion. 


His assignment as the admin- 


istration's seeker of Republican 
votes and dollars took on added 
significance 
when 
President 


Nixon 
apparently decided 


against any open political mis- 
sions. 


The vice president's assist- 


ance will go primarily to admin- 
istration loyalists. 


Agnew's week-long opening 


swing will cover six states at a 
somewhat leisurely pace. Two 
appearances a day is the heav- 
iest announced schedule for the 
vice president. 


He will travel aboard a jetlin- 


er chartered by the Republican 
National Committee, and will be 
aided by a detachment of Nix- 
on's own speech writers and ad- 
visers. 


Agnew's leadoff appearance is 


a rally on the steps of the state 
Capitol 
in 
Springfield, 
111., 


where Republican Sen. Ralph T. 
Smith faces the formidible elec- 
tion day challenge of Adlai E. 
Stevenson III. 


He plans to stay in Casper, 


Wyo., tonight and travel to San 
Diego for the California Repub- 
lican convention Friday. Agnew 
is scheduled to remain in San 
Diego over the weekend and 
make no public appearances. 


He is to appear in I>as Vegas 


Monday, Albuquerque Tuesday, 
and Saginaw and Grand Rapids, 
Mich., Wednesday. 


In Wyoming, Republican Rep, 


John Wold is challenging Demo- 
cratic Sen. Gale W. McGee; in 
California, George Murphy, a 
Republican, is the senator, and 
Democratic Rep. John V. Tun- 
ney is his challenger. 


The I^s Vegas stop will offer 


a boast to William Raggio, the 
Reno district attorney whom 
Agnew helped urge into a Sen- 
ate race against Democratic 
Sen. Howard W. Cannon. 


In New Mexico, it is conserva- 


tive Republican Anderson Car- 
ter against Sen. Joseph M. Mon- 
toya, a Democrat; in Michigan, 
Lenore Romney is the Republi- 
can nominee against Democrat- 
ic Sen. Philip A. Hart. 


l^ater Agnew campaign ap- 


pearances this month are to in- 
clude Louisville, Ky., and Mem- 
phis, Tenn., on Sept. 22; Indian- 
apolis on Sept. 24; Milwaukee 
on Sept. 25; Sioux Falls, S.D., 
and Minot, N.D., on Sept. 29, 
and Salt Lake City on Sept. 30.

is election bills. Faubus said 
the unpaid portion of his ex- 
penses amounted to about 
$5,000 but that enough in con- 
tributions was on had to cover 
most of them.

such as telecasts — must be 
paid for in advance. 


Faubus estimated that his 


headquarters' share 
of the 


campaign costs would

about $50,000. Many additional 
expenses were financed, by 
groups and individuals around 
the state without direct connec- 
tions to his headquarters, in- 
cluding 135 persons who paid 
for advertising hi their areas.

Faubus noted this in a newspa- 
per ' during the interview. He 
chuckled when a friend suggest- 
ed that the Republican gover- 
nor was quoting from a Faubus 
speech. 


Faubus was suddenly reticent 


on some points. 


Could Bumpers beat Rocke- 


feller? "No comment," Faubus 
said. 


How would American party 


nominee Walter Carruth fare in 
November? 
"No 
comment," 


Faubus answered. 


Before the runoff, he had sug- 


gested both that Rockefeller 
could beat Bumpers by drawing 
off votes Bumpers received in 
the primary and that Bumpers 
might be a better candidate 
than Rockefeller. 


Faubus also had said earlier 


that Car ruth's influence in the 
general election would be mini- 
mal if Faubus won the Demo- 
cratic nomination, but would be 
increased by a nominee like 
Bwnpers.

The 
guests, including more than 120 
women and children freed from 
two airliners hijacked Sunday, 
spent the night on mattresses in 
the downstairs night club and in 
hallways.

Railway Labor Act, but Usery 
said the government prefers to 
see a voluntary settlement. 


Usery added, however, the 


dispute was still a long way 
from settled and the unions had 
emphasized they would grant no 
further strike postponement.
